throughout the country. 

The first evidence of fraud was 
detected in this city when Schwartz 
was retained by Eastern wholesale 
elothing houses to investigate the 
affairs of the Shaw Garment Co. He 
filed a garnishment against Shaw on

Union. 

Missouri's fight for statehood 
began Jan. 8, 1818, when it ap- 
plied for admission as a state. 
In April of that year a bill Was 
introduced in Congress authoriz- 
ing Missouri to adopt a Consti- 
tution but the bill was referred 
to the Committee of the Whole 
and was not taken up for pas- 
sage during that session. 


In November, 1818, the Terri- 
torial Legislature drew up a 
memorial to Congress, asking 
that Misgour! be admitted as a 
state. This was presented to 
Congress the following month 
and on Feb. 13, 1819, a _ bill 
granting the request was intro- 
duced. Two days later Repre- 
sentative Talmadge introduced 
his famous amendment which 
provided for the gradual abol- 
tion of slavory in Missouri. This 
iprought the first Congressional 
debate on the question of slav- 
ery extension. The House and 
Senate differed on this question 
and the bill was lost. 


Congress adjourned without 
acting on the measure and the 
debate was extended throughout 
the nation. The United States 
was divided for the first time 
into a Free North and a Slav- 
ery South. 

More petitions came to Con- 
gress from Missouri and in De- 
cember of 1819 another bill was 
introduced and was debated 
throughout January and Feb- 
ruary, 1820., Then the famous 
Missouri Compromise was 
adopted and the bill became a 
law, March 6, 1820.

INCREASE IN IMPORTS OF COCOA 
AND COFFEE IN LAST YEAR 


Shipments of Rubber, Hides and 
Wool From South America 
Declined.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 10.—While 
tmports of rubber, hidea, wool and 
other important South American 
commodities, declined considerably | 
during the past fiscal year, shipments 
of coffee and ococoa from Brasil

BEAUCHAMP.—Eliffel Tower was 
,erected int Champs de Mars. at 
| Paris, oy. the famous engineer Gus- 
tave Eiffel, between the years 1887 
‘and 1889, at a cost of $1,200,000. The 
ee E section of the tower consists 
of four built-up iron colamns, each 
of which consists of four smaller 
columns, resting on masonry piers, 
and giving a supporting base 350 
feet square. The tower is $84.25 
feet high and was for many years 
the highest structure in the world.

The beer bill, as passed by the Senate, carries an 
amendment which, on its face, would indicate that
